DIPLOMAS. — A  Diploma  certifying  the  fact  will  be 
given  to  any  student  upon  whom  a  degree  in  course  is 
conferred,  for  which  the  fee  in  each  case  will  be  S5. 
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Lebanon  Valley  Colleiie  is  the  property  of  tlie 
Church  of  the  United  Brethren  in  Christ,  and  is  under  their 
supervision  and  patronage.  It  was  opened  on  the  7th  of 
May,  1866,  and  was  chartered  with  ample  Collegiate 
powers  in  April,  1867. 

Annville,  the  seat  of  the  College,  is  a  beautiful  rural 
village,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  delightful  portions  of, 
the  beautiful  Lebanon  Valley.  The  village  is  noted  for  its 
healthfulness  and  freedom  from  those  temptations  to  vice 
so  connnon  to  cities  and  large  towns.  It  is  easily  accessible 
from  all  points,  since  it  is  located  on  the  direct  route  of 
Railroad  travel  from  Harrisburg,  via  Reading,  to  Pliila- 
delphia  or  Xew  York.  Trains  stopping  at  Annville  leave 
Harrisburg  and  Reading  three  times  a  day,  Sundays 
excepted. 


Buildings  and   Grounds. 

There  are  two  large  buildings  and  a  campus  of  about 
six  acres.  The  buildings  are  of  brick  and  are  capable  of 
accommodating  a  large  number  of  students.  All  non- 
resident students  board  in  the  institution,  and  hence  are 
under  the  continual  care  of  the  President  and  l*rofessors.

6.  Strict  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

7.  Attendance  of  public  worship  twice  on  tlie  Sabbath. 

8.  Attendance  of  nwrniug  prayers  in  the  Chapel. 

9.  Strict  obedifuce  of  temporary  prudential  rules. 

10.  Free  access  of  any  teacher  to  the  room  of  any  student. 

2.  Things  Prohibited. 

1.  Unpermitted  association  of  students  of  either  sex. 

2.  Games  of  chance  ;  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks. 

3.  Profane  or  obscene  language;  usinsr  tobacco  on  the  premises. 

4.  Visiting  on  the  Sabbath  or  during  study  hours. 

5.  Clamerous  noise  in  or  about  the  buildings. 

6.  Absence  from  the  examinations  or  other  required  exercises. 

7.  Leaving  the  College  without  permission. 

8.  Frequentin  i  bar-rooms,  groceries  or  other  public  places. 

9.  Unpermitted  absence  from  room  after  evening  signal  for  study. 

10.  L^npermitted  societies  among  the  students. 

11.  Croaking,  b,iokbiting,  and  all  evil  speaking. 

3.  Penalties. 

Every  unexcused  absence,  failure,  or  misdemeanor,  is  reported  to  the  faculty, 
and  a  record  made  of  the  same. 

Three  demerit  marks  will  subject  a  student  to  private  reproof;  six,  to  public 
reproof;  nine,  notice  to  parent  or  guardian,  and  twelve,  to  dismission. 

The  Faculty  may,  on  evidence  of  reformation,  restore  a  dismissed  student. 

For  graver  offences,  the  punislimeuts  are  reproof,  loss  of  privilege,  contine- 
nient,  dismission  and  expulsion. 
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This  depart uieut  lins  been  specially  arranged  for  *-aJ'rv- 
Ino-  out  all  the  minutijie  of  trade  in  its  most  complicated 
forms,  and  contains  a  K^otary  Public's  Office,  Notion  Store, 
Stationery  Dept.,  Mining-  Office,  lieal  Estate  Agency  Office, 
Steamboat,  Kail  Road  aiKl  Express  Office,Stock  Exchange, 
Iron  and  Agricultural  Dept.,  Grain  Emporium,  Wholesale 
and  Retail  Grocery  Store,  4'orwarding  and  Oommission 
Offices,  Post  Office,'  Telegraph  Office,  Jo'bbing  and  Iinpoi't- 
ing  House,  Merchant "s  Emporium  and  International  Col- 
lege P>ank.  These  are  all  separate  offices,  by  themselves, 
fitted  up  with  finely  carved  counters  and  desks  with  glass 
fronts,  money  drawers,  checks,  notes,  books  and  everything 
complete.

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The  student  is  first  instructed  in  the  theory  of  business, 
endjracing  Penmanship,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Oonnner- 
cial  LaAv,  and  Book-Iveeping.  En  the  latter,  he  is  required 
to  keep  thirteen  sets  of  books,  embracing  the  whole  theory 
of  the  science  of  accounts,  together  with  all  the  rules  for 
journalizing,  posting,  checking,  taking  Trial  Balance, 
making  out  l^alance  Sheets,  closing  Ledger,  making  out 
P)usiness  Papers,  &c.,  &c.  After  completing  the  studies  of 
this  Department,  and  passing  a  satisfactor}'  examination 
thereon  he  is  admitted  into  the  Actual  Business  Depart- 
ment. Here  the  lousiness  transpiring  among  the  students, 
is  just  as  actual  as  that  which  takes  j^lace  in  the  business 
world:  he  buys  and  sells,  handles  bank  bills  and  specie, 
deposits  and  checks  out  the  same  ;  gives  and  takes  notes  ; 
draws  and  accepts   drafts,    executes    accounts,   sale    A^']) 


,^ 
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t'l'RRENT  ;  makes  out  invoices,  bills,  &c.  He  tirst  eoiiiiuen- 
ees  as  a  sole  trader,  and  after  passing  through  all  the  ma- 
nipulations of  trade,  and  beconiing  conversant  with  the 
I'ules  and  law  relating  thereto,  he  takes  in  a  partner,  being 
now  prepared  through  increase  of  capital  and  enlarged 
experience  to  extend  his  business  operations.  He  then 
engages  in  some  branch  of  Wholesale  Jobbing,  or  Manit- 
FACTURiN(4  busiuess.  Collections  are  made  through  ])anks 
and  private  agencies,  and  remittances  sent  in  the  usual 
manner.  In  conducting  business  upon  this  comprehensive 
plan,  there  is  no  form  of  Commercial  paper  in  use  that  the 
student  is  not  made  familiar  with,  nor  scarcely  a  usage  of 
business  that  does  not  come  before  him  in  some  shape  or 
other.  In  buying  and  selling  he  learns  to  watch  carefully 
all  the  phases  of  the  market  and  to  study  the  theory  of  gains 
from  the  practice  he  is  afforded.  He  is  also  thoroughly 
drilled  in  original  entries  of  all  kinds  and  learns  to  rely 
on  himself.  Having  had  sufficient  i>ractice  in  this  direc- 
tion, he  passes  to  the  other  departments  and  becomes,  in 
turn,  proprietor  or  employee  in  a  Oommtssion  House,  For- 
WARnrN(4  House,  (train  Emporium,  Eail  Road  Office, 
&('.  From  these  positions  he  passes  into  the  Merchandise 
Emporium,  where  he  becomes  in  turn  Shippinu  Clerk, 
Salesman,  Book-Keeper  and  Business  Manager. 

After  passing  through  all  the  offices  and  giving  evidence 
of  his  proticiencv  he  is  at  last  passed  into  the  INTERNA- 
TIONAL CMJLLEOE  BANK,  where  he  becomes  a  linan- 
cier  and  learns  to  apply  the  lessons  of  his  course  in  this 
direction.  The  BANK  is  fitted  up  in  the  most  elegant 
style  and  is  furnished  with  a  complete  set  of  l)Ooks,  end:)ra- 
cing  a  Debit  Journal,  Credit  Journal,  General  Ledger,  De- 
posit Ledger,  Discount  Register,  Collection  Register,  Do- 
mestic Tickler,  Foreign  Tickler,  Passed  Collection  I3ook, 
Cash  Book,  Transfer  Jjook,  Installment  Scrips,  Certificates 
of  Stock,  &c.  The  Bank  discounts  notes,  receives  and 
pays  money  on  deposit,  makes  collections,  issues  certificates 
of  Stock,  Certificates  of  Deposit,  Bills  of  Exchange,  &c., 
precisely  the  same  as  any  regular  bank.  The  student 
in  turn  performs  all  the  duties  connected  with  the  follow- 
ing offices,  viz  :  Collection  Clerk,  Discount  Clerk, 
Receiving  Teller,  Paying  Teller,  Book-Keeper,  Cash- 
fer,  and  becomes  familiar  with  all  the  entries  and  proces- 
ses practised  in  banks. 
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A  (ieseription  in  detail  of  the  operations  of  the  Corn- 
niercial  Department  would  be  neither  more  nor  less  than  a 
portraiture  of  the  regular  business  operations  of  any  well 
ordered  and  extensive  mercantile  connnunit}'.  xvTothing 
is  FEIGNED,  all  is  REAL.  Everj  note  given,  deposit  made  or 
check  drawn,  is  foi*  a  consideration  and  represents  value. 
An  examination  of  the  arrang-ements  of  business  offices 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  business  is  conducted  will 
secure  to  the  student  a  high  degree  of  perfection  in  the 
practical  application  of  the  science  of  accounts  to  business 
transactions.  Everj^  ex})erienced  business  man  will  read- 
ily perceive  the  superior  advantages  of  such  a  system  of 
training,  as  it  alone  can  secure  that  degree  of  skill  and  ac- 
curacy which  the  exigencies  of  business  imperatively 
demand. 

The  students  of  this  Department  have  daily  class 
drills  in  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  and 
Penmanship. 

The  time  recpiired  to  complete  a  course  is  from  four  to 
eight  months,  and  the  cost  will  be  from  $125  to  ^190.
